ROYAL TOMB UNPLUNDERED. 


The history of the ancient Egyptian Bmpire 
bas revealed no personage of such romantic 
interest, says a correspondent to “The Times,” 
as that which invests the memory of the wife 
of Amen-hotep IIL, who lived 14 centuries 
before the commencement of the Christian era. 
Although Teie started her Royal career with 
the disadvantage of not being of Royal 
birth, she soon attained a position of imper- 
tance and influence and gained a public 
recognition of it such as no woman in 
her position had ever gained before her 
time . and she became the object of public 
attentions on the part of her Royal husband 
snch as no King before Jher time had ever 
bestowed on his Consort. But quite apart from 
the interest attaching to the memory of Teie 
for the position she made for herself and the 
curiosity concerning her birth and origin, the 
‘Queen of Amen hotep the Magnificent” has

FISHES OF THE NILE. 

The Survey of the Fishes of the Nile, the 
results of which are embodied in this work * 
was undertaken by the Egyptian Government 
in response to an appeal addressed in January 
1899 to the Karl of Cromer by the late Dr 
John Anderson, supported by Lord Lister, as 
President of the Royal Society, Dr. A. 
Giinther, as President of the Linnean Society, 
Prof. EK. Ray Lankester, as Director of the 
Natural History Departments of the British 
Museum, and Dr. P. L. Sclater, as Secretary 
of the Zoological Society. As pointed out by 
Dr. Anderson, says the author oor know 
ledge of the Fishes of the Nile was then very 
impertect,and as a Survey of the Congo Fishes 
had been undertaken by the Government of 
the Congo Free State, and was in progress,the 
study of the results of which had been entrust- 
ed to me, the time seeined opportane for the 
undertaking which has resulted in the present 
work ; the two Surveys, it was thought, would 
naturally benefit each other, the materials 
afforded by the one throwing light upon those 
of the other, many of the species of the two 
great rivers being closely allied, a few even 
identical. 

Dr Anderson's request received the approval 
of the Egyptian Government, the necessary 
fands were granted, Mr. Leonard Loat was 
appointed to superintend and carry out, during 
three years, the formation of a large collection 
ot the Nile Fishes under the supervision of Dr 
Keatinge, Direetor of the Govermnent Medical 
School at Uairo, and | was entrusted with the 
task of prepariag a book which should form 
part of Dr. Anderson's ‘Zoology of Egypt of 
which avolume on the reptiles had already been 
poblished and a second volume, on the Mam 
inals, was then in preparation and has since 
appeared. The Trustees of the British Museum 
consented to provide the necessary collecting 
maternal. 

A detailed account of the Survey made on 
hehalf of the Egyptian Government is given 
by Mr. Loat himself in the introduction to this 
work. Itgives me great pleasure to publicly 
express my high appreciation of the work done 
by Mr Loat. The enormous series of speci 
mens collected and excellently preserved by 
him, accompanied by valuable notes and 
coloured sketches, have very materially in- 
creased our knowledge of the fishes of the 
Nile. But an account of the Nile Fishes would 
have been incomplete without a knowledge of 
those inhabiting the lakes which feed the 
mighty river. And in this respect I have 
heen most fortunate in being able to de 
scribe large collections made by Mr. E 
Degen in Lakes Tsana and Victoria, supple 
menting the smaller collections made by the 
late Mr W. G. Doggett in the latter lake 

and presented to the British Museom by Sir 
| Harry Johnston and Col. Delmé Radcliffe, and 
trom Lakes Albert and Alvert Edward by Mr. 
J.E.8. Moore and the late Mr. J. S. Budgett. 
|| am indebted to Capt. 8S. Flower for many 
“interesting observations and a considerable 
number of specimens from various parts of the 
Nile, and to Dr. F. Werner for the loan or gift 
of some rare fishes obtained by himself, prin 
cipally in the Bahr el-Gebel. 

The importance of this matenal, which, s0 
far as the Nile species are concerned, is enu- 
merated in this volame, will be realized from 
the fact that the 192 «species dealt with are 
described from 14,107 examples, 11,068 of 
which form part of Mr. Loat's collection. This 
enormous increase accounts for the delay which 
has taken place in the issne of this work, 
which I firat expected would require harely 
four years fo prepare, whilst it has taken 
seven. As it was nearnng completion much 
material kept falling into my hands, material 
of the greatest importance, which could not 
well have been left ont, and owing to which 
publieation had to be deferred

COMPARISON AND CONTRAST. 


By Sir Epwarp Canpy. 


(Continued from Angust 10) 

Discussing Pan-Islamism, with which the 
Egyptian national movement is deeply tinged, 
Lord Cromer tells us that Pan-Islamism is 
generally held to mean a combination of all 
the Moslems througnout the world to defy 
and to resist the Christian powers. It is, more 
over, a convenient phrase for conveying a num- 
ber of other ideas, more or less connected with 
its primary signification. In the first place it 
means, in Egypt, more or less subserviency to 
the Snitan; but the later version of the 
programme of the leaders of the national move. 
ment is that they have no wish to draw closer 
the bonds between Turkey and Egypt, and 
their only desire is to maintain the suazerainty 
of the Sultan. In the second place Pan Islamism 
almost necessarily denotes a recrudescence of 
racial and religious animosity ; and in the third 
place an attempt to regenerate Islam on 
Islamic lines . in other words, to revivify and 
atereotype in the twentieth century the prin 
ciples laid down more than a thousand years 
ago for the guidance of a primitive somety 

On the other hand, as Lord 
Cromer points out, increasing 
number of Egyptians, of whom comparatively 
little is beard, but who deserve the title of 
Nationalist quite as much as their competitors 
of a different school of thought and action, 
men who hold opinions very analogous to those 
advocated by the late Seyyid Ahmed, who 
founded the Aligarh College in India

Regarding the wider and more strictly 
political portion of the National programme 
what is proposed is, first, the creation of a 
Ministry responsible to the chamber, and depen- 
dent for its existence on the maintenance 
of the majority; and secondly complete con- 
trol over the finances of the country, sach as 
that exercised by the elected Chambers in the 
United Kingdom and in other Baropean 
countries. The adoption of the first of these 
proposals would, in Lord Cromer's opinion, 
produce a state of things which may, without 
exaggeration, be termed chaotic. Intrigue of 
all sorts would be rife. The system of bribery 
and corruption, which was at one time so pre 
valent in the country, and which is even now 
ouly dying a lingering death, would receive a 
fresh impulse. [t is more than probable that 
onder the specious title of free institutions the 
worst evils of personal government would 
reappear. The adoption of the second proposal 

that of handing over complete financial con 
trol to the Chamber— would almost inevitably 
lead to National bankruptcy. Is there then no 
hope for Egyptian Nationalism ! Lord Cromer’s 
counter programme is the creation of a local 
International Council, which would create a 
community of interests among the heteroge 
neous population which inhabits the valley ot 
the Nile, and would thas be the first step 
towards the formation of an Egyptian National 
spint in the only sense in which that spirit 
can be evoked without detriment to the in 
terests of the country. 

May one not apply much of this reasoning to 
India! When was India ruled by Indians ? Cen 
turies have passed since the Hindo sovereign- 
ties were swept away by Muhammadan invaders 
from the North. I need not repeat the well- 
known facts which show conclusively that there 
is no sach thing as one Indian nation. It is 
‘nly partially true that there are Indian na- 
tions. Geographical boundaries, as Sir Alfred 
Lyall says, have no correspondence at all with 
distinctive institutions or groupings of the 
people, and have comparatively little political 
significance. The Parsees—one of the most 
intelligent races, now classed as Indians have 
no country on the Indian continent. So, too, 
the Muhammadans ; one of their number rales 
al timmense tract of territory mostly populated 
by Hindus. A Hindu Rajah of Kashmir rules a 
State mostly peopled by Mubhammadans. 
Maratha chiets govern States not peopled by 
Marathas 

Nor «lo the leaders of the Nationalist move 
ment in India seem to have a very clear idea 
of what they themselves want. For example, 
Mr Dadabhai Naoroji used to speak of “the 
very bright side of British rule’, he has also 
told us “for the important 
political object of maintaining British role, to 
reserve by law for European alone such places 
of power of control only as may be Necessary 
forthe purpose”; and he has talked of the 
absolute necessity of the maintenance of super

The administration in all services, depart: 
ments and details [he says}, should be in the 
hands of the people themselves of India 
as in the United Kingdom and the Colonies 
all taxation and legislation, and the power of 
spending the taxes are in the hands of the 
Abas of those countries, so should also be 
the rights of the people of India, 

But do these claims represent the real 
wishes and aspirations of the maas of the peo- 
plet Mr. Dadabhai Naoroji and his friends 
may collect “a body of able men and good 
speakers to go into all nooks and corners of 
India and inform the people in their own lan- 


_ guages of their British rights and how toexercise 


and enjoy them”; bat will these men be the true 
friends of the millions of toiling peasants 
and labourers, of petty artizans and traders ! 
That is a very different thing from a generous 
sympathy for the legitimate aspirations of the 
educated youth of India to obtain a greater 
share than heretofore in the Government and 
alministration of their country. That is just 
what must be, and is being granted, We know 
that a definite move hms been made with a

view of giving competent and able Indians the 
same access to the higher posts in the admi- 
nistration that are given to Britons. We know 
that proposals have come to the Secretary of 
State from the Governor General in Council, 
“fraught with the greatest possibilities.” Bat 
hurry or precipitancy, either on the side of the 
officials ot of the agitators, can only haye the 
inevitable effect ‘ot setting the clock back. 
These are the words, not ‘ of sundried 
bureaucrats, but of Mr. Morley, one of the 
prominent Liberal statesmen of the age, who 
is fully alive to his responsibilities as Secretary 
of State for India. He sees, just as Lord Cromer 
sees in Egypt, that the idea of transplanting 
British institutions wholesale into India is a 
fantastic and ludicrous dream ; even if it could 
be done, it would not be for the good of India. 

Again, Mr. Dadabhai Naoroji tells as that 
as the Indians are British citizens they are 
entitled to all British citizens’ righta, i 
that of absolate self-government, Of course the 
flaw in this apparently logical system of 
government is the theory that all subjects of 
Imperial rele enjoy equal political rights in 
every part of the King’s dominions. 

Our British nghts [he continues) are beyond 
all question. Every British Indian subject 
has franchise in England as a matter of course, 
and the mght even to become a member of 
Parliament ; 2 /ortieri, therefore, India ought 
to have universal suffrage and parliamentary 
institutions. Why should not an Indian enjoy 
the same rights and privileges in India which 
he would enjoy when in England! Why has 
India not been greeted in the Imperial (on 
ference as the Colonial Premiers have been | 

The answer to this contention is that India 
is not one of the colonies, “those great com 
manities and nations which have sprung from 
this island, and which are the great glory and 
honour of the people of this island.” India is 
not one of the daughter nations which have 
inherited all that England has conquered for 
herself in the way of freedom and selfgovern 
ment. And yet, in face of these facts, it is 
urged that the various races which people the 
contment of India can be admitted by adoption 
into the vast family, and that (ireat Britain 
may become in India the foster mother of 
federated free and separate States, placed on 
a fraternal footing with the great self governing 
colonies, each with its own local aULOnOmY 
and independence under the immediate suprem 
acy of England 

That is the ideal of the leaders of the so 
called ‘moderate’ party in the Indian nationa 
list movement, and formulated by ite ablest 
exponent, Sir Henry Cotton. But the key note 
of the position is the withdrawal of the British 
Army, and the vesting of the whole administra 
tion, civiland military, executive and judicial, 
in the various local populations. With the 
British Army replaced by provincial national 
armies, which are to be recrnited from the 
common people, and ofhcered by the native 
yentry of the provinces in which they are to 
serve, we are told that there would be both a 
safeguard against internal disorder and a 
protection against attack from without. 

But, Sir Henry Cotton argues, there is to 
be no room for democracy or republican insti 
tutions. Though the United States of India 
are to be on a fraternal footing with the Colo- 
nies of England, they “should be bound toge 
ther by means of some political organisation 
other than the colonial supremacy of England.” 
“The country still needs the hierarchical 
leadership of easte.” “What is required, in the 
absence of an emasculating foreign army, is an 
organisation of small States, each with a prince 
at its head, and a amall body of patrician 
aristocracy interposing between him and the 
lower orders of working men.” The existing 
Native States apparently, it is intended, 
should remain as they are, becoming federated 
with the “small States” mentioned above, 
which are to comprise the rest of India But 
what is to prevent these princes from prey- 
ing on each other, and what is to become 
of the namerous solemn guarantees by which 
the British Government is bound towards the 
chiefs! Sir Henry himself admits “practical 
difficulties,” such as “the general character of 
the relations between Hindes and Muham 
madans, the jealousy whith exists and 
manifests itself so frequently, even under 
British rule, in local bursts of popular fana 
ticiam.” 

Then there is the case of the Earopean and 
Eurasian communities who may choose to 
reside in the country. Their welfare is to be 
secure by the formation of separate little 
settlements, with separate politieal constitu. 
tions, at suitable localities, at which their 
isolation would constrain them to adopt a 
more conciliatory demeanour towards the 
people of the country. | cannot help thinking 
that, to lay bare some of the details of Sir 
Henry's “ideal,” soffices to show that his 
views are ona par with the reckless paiey of | Quah a 
Mustapha Kamel Pasha in Rgypt.

One of the most 
important is the vernacular Press, to which 
the unfettered licence now allowed is con- 
sidered by the most respectable elements ‘of 


native Egyptian society to be an unmixed’ 


evil. Lord Cromer admits that the agita- 
tors (who ase the vernafular Press) are 
wholly unserupulous as to the methods which 
they are prepared to adopt for imposing on the 
eredulity of the masses and for inflaming their 
passions, and that “facts are generally mie 
stated, and often wilfully perverted ;” yet in 
the Sinai boundary dispute he considered the 
best course to follow was, not check the free 
dom of the press, but for the maintenance o1 
public order and to inspire confidence, to 
increase the British garrison at the cost of an 
additional charge of £45,000 a year on the 
Egyptian taxpayers. 

In Lord Cromer’s concluding words addressed 
to the British officials serving in Egypt, there 
is much that is applicable to India British 
officials may find that certain sections ot their own 
countrymen are disposed to migapprehend their 
motives, to misinterpret their acts, to under. 
rate the very great difficulties of their posi- 
tions, to hold them responsible for abnses 
which they are powerless to repress, to mini- 
mise the good they have done, whilst laying 
exaggerated stress on all that still remains 
undone, and generally to animadvert on the 
administration in a spirit, not of fair criticism, 
but of excessive acetbity. 

Bat there is no ground for discouragement. 
And as to any widening of the breach between 
Indians and Buropeans, it is capable of repair, 
not so much by change of policy or by the 
adoption of any striking measures of reform, 
as by the action of individuals and the proper 
understanding of the term-—sympathy.
